There seeims to have been 
much Irregular cutting of the left sleeve. This all bears importantly 
on the notion of the shirt slits being out. Whoever was doing that 
cutting was obviously frantic and could easily In an effort to cut 
the tie have made those slits. I also notice, much to ay surorlze and 
much in support of this view, that the tie was in fact out in this 
exact area — to the left and right next to the knot (see photo of tie, 
17 H 27 ) Since the tie was actually severed at this point by a person

obvious that this person did out the slits Inadvertantly.
